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GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES. 

The Toronto Mail and other organs 
of the opposition are sending forth a 
doleful wail regarding the possibility of 
certain deputy heads of departments at 
Ottawa being dismissed. The wicked 
grits are after the salaries for their 
friends, and in order that these friends 
shall attain the coveted salaries the 
business of the country will inevitably 
be thrown into confusion (se the Mail 
alleges) by the removal of those who 
have guided the affairs of those depart- 
ments for the past years. A few weeks 
ago the Mail and its friends were howl- 
ing about the dismissal of charwomen 
and navvys as being beneath the dignity 
of any self respecting government. It 
would appear that the only course re- 
garding officials for the new! govern- 
ment to pursue that would meet the ap- 
proval of the Mail would be to continue 
in office all appointees of their pre- 
decessors without regard to the necessity 
for the office, the qualifications of the 
person holding it, or the service he was 
rendering the country or the govern- 
ment. In other words: “We don't 
object so much to your governing, but 
you must let us fill the offices, and 
particularly, draw the salaries.” This 
is no doubt a fair and reascaable pro- 
position from a Tupper point; of view. 
But the government has to consider 
national affairs from other standpoints 
than that of the opposition. Consider- 
ing that the system under which 
positions in the civil service of Canada 
from charwomen to deputy ministers 
have been attained during the past 
eighteen years,—a system under which 
partisan services of self or friends were 
certainly the first if not the only con- 
sideration—it would be a master stroke 
of party policy if this grand army of 
workers could be held intact and sup- 
ported in its organization for the party 
purposes of the opposition at the ex- 
pense of the country. To be able to 
know beforehand from friends neces- 
sarily posted, of the innermost workings 
of the new government, so as to counter 
every project at the moment of its 
appearance, was a party advantage 
worth fighting for, and certainly, the 
Tupper family and their able allies of 
the press have made a noble fight to 
that end. 

Had the new government found a 
non-partisan civil service, that by rea- 
son of its training and traditions could 
be depended upon to give as faithful 
service to them as to their predecessors, 
it would be as iniquitous a procedure 
as the Mail declares it to be for them 
to make places for their friends by the 
discharge of faithful and competent 
men. But it is simply notcrious that 
they did not find sucha service. Start- 
ing in 18 years ago on the principle— 
thinly veiled—that to the victors be- 
long the spoils, their predecessors man- 
aged to load the service far over its 
proper carrying capacity by creating in 
many cases unnecessary offices or ap- 
pointing incompetent officers. No 
doubt attempts were made to get good 
men and to keep down expenses, but it 
is plain that there being a continua: 
pressure from within the party to secure 
places for friends, it became year by 
year more difficult for the old party to 
reduce the civil service expenditure 
within proper limits or secure thorough- 
ly efficient service for the money paid. 
On the entry of a new government, free 
from any party obligations, to say the 
least, to the present office holders, is the 
time to make such changes in the 
service as shall at once reduce the bur- 
den and increase the value to the coun- 
try. Ifthe new government does not 
do this it will fall that much short of 
the expectations of the large majority 
of those whose support placed it in 
power. The idea that the holder of a 
government office is by right a pension- 
er on the country because of services to 
the party is or should be played out. 


And everyone should be given to under- 
stand that the holder of a position in 
the government service is required to 
render as much value for the salary re- 
ceived as he wouldjbe required te in 
ayy other position. If for any reason 
he cannot render the service he should 
be dispensea with. If the government 
goes in to reform the civil service along 
these lines it will have the hearty sup- 
port of the country at large, in opposi- 
tien to the Tupper idea that “ public 
office is 4 private spap.” 

As far as the new government has 
declared . or shown their policy on this 
matter, they certainly cannot be accus- 
ed of being aggressive. They have 
only dealt with the political side of the 
civil service and have taken the ground 
that every man is entitled to his own 
views and to express those views by 
his vote without interference. But 
they hold that in self defence’ as a 
ministry as well as in the performance of 
their duty as a government they cannot 
allow those who are the servants of the 
country to be the political agents of the 
party of their opponents. 
sonable proposition that when a man is 
drawing the money of the country for 
service to be rendered to the country 
he should not become the agent and 
advocate of one part of the country as 
against another part. They ind no 
fault with what a man suid or ‘lid be- 
fore he entered the service of thy state, 
but after he has taken the state’s 
money his duty is to the state which 
pays him rather than to the party 
which appointed him. 

The question as to the suggested re- 
moval of certain deputy heads of de- 
partments is one not so much of politics 
as of suitability and efficiency. It is 
alleged on behalf of these gentlemen 
that they have been actually managing 
the affairs of the country for many 
years past and that their removal would 
cause confusion if not disaster to the 
public business. This fact, that they 
have managed the affairs of the coun- 
try, and that those affairs have not 
been well managed, is the very reason 
why their removal is demanded by sup- 
porsers of the government. The coun- 
try wants, neagds and expects a change 
from old methods of management. As 
it is hard to learn an old deg new tricks, 
the new ministers are certainly going 
to be at a serious disadvantage in en- 
forcing new ideas in the several de- 
partments unless they get men who are 
in accord with and can grasp and give 
effect to those idea as their deputies. 
The importance of the position of 
deputy minister is very great,— but it 
has been over-estimated in the past, and 
no one over-estimates it quite as much 
as the gentlemen now holding those 
positions. The system in the past has 
been that the minister drew his salary, 
attended to the gear of the political 
machine, and left the proper work of 
his office to his deputy. That is one of 
the bottom reasons why those who com- 
posed the late government are now in 
opposition, or nowhere. The depart- 
ments were not in touch with the 
people of the country. It is expected 
that the new government will handle 
things on a different footing; that the 
ministers will attend to the proper 
working of their several departments, 
so as to give effect to the mandate re- 
ceived by them from the people on 
election day. They have a great deal 
todo. They are expected to do a great 
deal. If they do not do it the very 
men who put them in office will put 
them out. This being the case they 
are not only entitled to, but it is their 
duty to, equip themselves with the best 
and most suitable officers of all ranks 
that they can get, no matter whose 
corns are trodden on. The country 
looks for a new administrotion of its 
affairs. In order to secure that the 
electors changed the ministers, and if it 
is necessary to change the deputy 
ministers as well they demand that the 
change shall be made.

THe Manitoba Free Press gives its 
views on the Chinese question as 


follows : 


‘The Chinese question in Canada is not a 
very serious one, and it is as much to the 
tront already as we are likely to see it for 
some time. In British Columbia there are 
a class of people who have persuaded them- 
selves that the Chinese, with their greater 
industry and frugality, are cutting the 
ground from under their feet, and who are 
therefore crying out for their exclusion. 
Another class, who never thrive at their 
best without excitement and agitation, 
encourage the first in their prejudices and 
jealousies. Candidates in the recent elec- 
tion who were too anxious to gst votes to 
be over-scrupulous as to the means, took 
advantage of this feeling by joining in the 
cry against the Chinese,to which they after- 
wards gave voice at Ottawa under the pres- 
sure of pledges freely exchanged for votes. 
That is the extent of the Chinese question 
in Canada.” 


It is really remarkable how thorough- 
ly those who see nothing of the 
Chinese question can possibly know 
so much about it, and get it down 
so much finer than those who 
have to face it in their daily life.

COLD STORAGE FOR CREAM- 
ERIES. 


In continuing his remarks in commit- 
tee of supply in the house of commons, 
on the item of $20,000 for cold storage 


the minister of agriculture said: “I 
find that it is very necessary to provide 
with the creameries sufficient cold stor- 
arge, For that purpose, I propose to 
give a small bonus to any creamery 
whichwill provide ‘such cold storage 
accommodation as would meet the views 
of the dairy commissioner. There are 
to-day about 400 creameries working 
in Canada, and I expect that next sea- 
son abont one-half of them will take 
advantage of this offer, and I would be 
very glad if they all would. The 
necessary expenditure likely to be in- 
curred by creamery owners would vary 
from $200 to $400 each to provide the 
necessary accommodation. ‘There are a 
great many cr2ameries which have poor 
accommodation, which are improparly 
built and not preperly fitted for the 
purposes of cold storage, but I would 
require that the creameéries which get 
the grant should furnish really effective 
accommodation by putting up buildiags 
with such walls and ice in them as 
would keep the temperature at a sufli- 
ciently low point to prevent the butter 
becoming deriorated. This would re- 
quire an expenditure on the part of 
each creamery of from $200 to $460 
according to the condition of the cream- 
ery, and what work would have to be 
done to put it in proper order. [I pro- 
pose to give to anv creamery which 
will adopt this cold storage, $50 the 
coming season. $25. the following sea- 
son, and $25 the third season, or in all 
$100, provided parliament votes the 
necessary amount. My object in spread- 
ing the borus over the three years is to 
secure a proper maintenance of the 
system and incite the creamery owners 
to take full advantage of the grant, and 
also because I expect that the first year 
some will shrink from the undertaking. 
In the succeeding years, however, I 
hope that they will all get the bonus. 
I would like to give a figure with re- 
gard to some sales, mde within the last 
two weeks, of creamery butter from the 
Northwest Territories, from creameries 
run under the control of the dairy com- 
missioner. There are two creameries 
under his contzcl, one of which is sup- 
plied with efficient cold storage accom- 
modation end the otheris not. There 
were sales made in the same week in 
England of the butter from the cream- 
eries, and the article from the one. pro- 
vided with cold storage netted two 
cents a pound more than the product 
of the one that had not cold storage. 
If we should decide to have storage 
warehouses in the interior, it would be 
necessary perhaps to provide some as- 
sistance, by means of a direct bonus to 
the warehouses or by guaranteeing the 
interest on a prrt of the whcle of the 
investments for a number of years, 
during which the expenses will be 
heavy on them and the warehouses 
themselves would not perhaps be 
utilized to such an extent as to give a 
return on the investment. I think, 
however, it will be ncessary to secure, 
by one meaas or another, at once, this 
coming season, ithe establishiaent of 
cold storage warehouses at the points 
of shipment where the products are put 
in the ocean vessels. That I am satis- 
fied of, and [ also wish to ensure the 
establishment cf these small cold stor- 
age accommodations at the creameries. 
Of this $20,000 I am asking for, about 
$10,000 will go to that this coming 
winter. At present our egg trade with 
England is comparatively limited. We 
send large quantities of eggs to Boston 
and other American markets. My in- 
formation leads me to believe that eggs 
sent to England and on arriving there 
in undeteriorated condition would be 
very profitable to the experter, and 
therefore it would be a trade to which 
it would be desirable to afford facilities 
as soot. 28 possible—as soon as the cold 
storage is provided. There is, no 
doubt, a splendid market in England 
for our dressed poultry also. This is 
one cf the things in which the ordinary 
prices there and here differ most greatly. 
The margin between the English price 
and ours seems greater than anything 
else we are likely to send to the British 
market, and I think it is very advisable 
that our people should be encouraged, 
and perhaps faciliated not only by cold 
storage, but by arrangements made by 
trial shipments, to make an effort to 
send dressed poultry to the English 
market. ! also ask a certain amount 
in this estamate for investigation. But 
before I proceed to other points, I may 
say that perhaps $1,000 will probably 
be used before Ist July next in assist- 
ing or, perhaps, in some instances, pay- 
ing the necessary cost of the cold stor- 
age to stimulate the proper collection of 
the eggsand placing of them on the 
English market in a fresh condition, I 
think I have thus explained pretty well 
why I ask this amount of $20,000. 
But I want to state empathically and 
clearly that the completion of the _pro- 
ject to secure the future success of this 
Cold storage business, will involve con: | 
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tracts of a nature which I trvst will be 


satisfactory, in connection with the 
steamship companies, and possibly in 
connection with warehouses in this 
country, which will extend over a short 
term of years. From my information 
at this time, I think the term will 
be from three to five years. -I do 
not wish it to extend over a long period.

Battleford Herald, Oct. 9: Deaths con- 
tinve to occur in H. Sayers’ herd of cattle 
at Bresaylor under the peculiar circumstan- 
ces stated last week, and on Wednesday 
Veterinary-Sergeant Pringle, of the Mount- 
ed Police, went up to investigate. The 
losses so far have been confined to Mr. 
Sayers’ herd. 

A Macleod despatch of Oct. 15th, to the 
Free Press says: ‘'The body of the Indian 
who was found ine shed on the Cochrane 
ranch on Monday was murdered about 
twelve days ago by another Indian, named 
Bad Young Man, who shot him through the 
head and body, cué his heart out, and other- 
wise mutilated him. Cause, jealousy. On 
the finding of the body, inquiries were 
made, and Farm Instructor McNeill was 
supposed to have discovered something of 
the matter. Bad Young Man then attempt- 
ed to murder him, shooting him in the§side, 
and then hid on the reserve. While the 
police and Indians were hunting for him on 
Tuesday night he seems to have returned to 
his house and there murdered both his 
mother and sister. A party of mounted 
police have been searching for him since, 
but up to this evening he is at large, and 
supposed to have made for the states. The 
three Indians are now dead, the white man 
slightly wounded, but will recover.” 


The Toronto Telegram has the following 
surmise as to the settlement of the Manito- 
ba school question now in progress at Ot- 
tawa : ‘‘Seme of the details of the settle- 
ment have leaked out through various 
channels despite the efforts of the cabinet 
ministers to observe the strictest secrecy. 
The proposed settlement is along the lines of, 
the original draft prepared shortly after the 
formation of the government. The principle 
of national schools remains intact, the local 
government retaining absolute control of 
them. Uniform inspection ‘s also provided 
for, so that the general efficiency of all the 
schools will be assured, To provide for the 
education of all the children there is a bi- 
lingual provision sc that children who can- 
not speak English, can be taught by the use 
of the French language to do so. The clause 
of the settlement which has given rise to 
the greatest trouble and discussion, and 
which kept both sides apart the longest, is 
that relating to religiois exercises in the 
schools. The set:’ement provides that half 
an hour eachday shall be taken by religious 
exercises, the schacl:: closing at 3.30 p. m. in- 
stead of 4. All children who do not desire 
to remain for religious exercises my leave 
after 3.30. Then the teachers shall give 
certain religious instruction to all those 
pupils who choose to remain.
